OF  THE  REV.  DR.  OSCAR  HAYWOOD 

FOR  MANY  YEARS  PASTOR  OF  THE  BAPTIST  CHURCH  OF  THE 
COVENANT  OF  NEW  YORK  CITY 

The  collection  of  Association  Books,  Inscribed  Copies,  First  Editions, 
Manuscripts,  Autograph  Letters  and  Signed  Photographs  of  Noted  Actors  and 
Authors  described  in  the  following  pages  is  one  of  unusual  interest.  Although 
collected  by  Dr.  Haywood  as  a  source  of  recreation  and  diversion,  the  same 
contains  many  choice  items  of  association  interest  and  value,  while  the  col¬ 
lection  of  INSCRIBED  BOOKS  AND  AUTOGRAPH  LETTERS  BY  JAMES  WHITCOMB 

Riley  is  the  most  important  one  that  has  ever  been  offered  at  public 
sale  in  America. 

The  greater  number  of  the  books  are  First  Editions  by  American  and 
English  Authors,  many  with  autograph  inscription,  or  with  signature  or 
letter  by  the  author  inserted.  They  include,  besides  the  Riley  items,  several 
of  the  more  important  First  Editions  of  Oscar  Wilde,  "0.  Henry"  (Sydney 
W.  Porter),  Samuel  L.  Clemens,  Colonel  Robert  G.  Ingersoll,  Rudyard 
Kipling,  and  other  writers. 

Besides  the  books  there  are  important  original  manuscripts  and  auto¬ 
graph  letters  by  several  of  the  authors  represented  in  this  collection,  among 
which  the  unpublished  auto-biographical  sketch  by  "Mark  Twain," 
and  the  "0.  Henry"  letter  are  of  the  greatest  interest.

indeed  the  most  important  authentic  autobiographical  sketch  of  this 
celebrated  humorist  extant.  The  manuscript  is  entirely  in  his  auto¬ 
graph,  and  was  never  published,  although  a  very  limited  number  of 
privately  printed  transcripts  were  made  on  deckle-edge  paper,  consisting 
of  a  four-leaf  folder,  printed  on  seven  pages,  the  first  leaf  with  water¬ 
mark  “Mark  Twain.”  We  are  unable  to  state  just  how  many  of  these 
transcripts  were  made,  but  according  to  the  present  owner  not  over 
17  or  18  were  ever  printed.  Sixteen  of  these  printed  transcripts 
accompany  this  manuscript,  and  are  sold  with  the  same.

New  York  Journal)  to  write  the  biographical  Sketch  from  these  notes, 
c6  then  she  would  like  to  see  it  before  it  is  printed.]”
